In 
the video I show myself tied to the glance of my coun- 
terpart in the mirror, asking myself, which one is 
the real me? 








Song To The Sirens 


Song to the Sirens (2019) is a performance piece I wrote 
to visualise the changes of global warming that humanity 
could possibly be confronted with in the everyday life 
of our day and age. I combined poems I had written with 
music snippets I had collected over time, and mixed them 
together quoting works by composers and songwriters. 


The piece tells the story of an isolated human being 
in an uncanny idea of the future, where a big part of 
human civilization has gone extinct. It closes itself 
off, wrapped in a cocoon, afraid of diseases, malevo- 
lence of the estranged and other dangers it's exposed 
to. It chants laments of loneliness mourning the dead, 
desperately trying to initiate a dialogue with the sur- 
rounding world. 


The sound piece contains excerpts and interpretations 
of Henry Purcell's Dido and Aeneas and Tim Buckley's 
Song to the Siren.

Three Balls Losing Orientation (2019) is video essay as 
an hommage to John Baldessari's Throwing Three Balls 
in The Air to Get a Straight Line (1973). For my gra- 
duation I had examined pieces of art that had inspired 
me during my studies and decided to remake them with a 
personal re-edit.
